Several weeks ago the department of 
agricultare began its lint experiment 
in roadboilding at Nrw Brunswick, 
N. J., under the direction of E. B. 
Harriaon, npecial agent of the office of 
road Inquiry. 

Tbe model road being conaidrred ia 
tbe flrat of aevermi which tbe govern- 
roent ia to build at tbe variona experi¬ 
ment elation* tbroogbont tbe country. 
Tbe government fnruiabea a rockcrusb- 
er, arrem, engine to drive ateam roller, 
apresdiog wagon nod road grading ma¬ 
chine and two akillrd operators. The 
city forniabes the material, carta and 
laborer*. 

Tbe road will be of muendnm pattern. 
An inferior grade of traprork ia fonuil 
in abomlaoee near New Brunswick and 
tbia ia being need in the robrrtruetnrr 
of the road Tbe aoperatruetore ia ob¬ 
tained from the traprork depoatta in 
the neighborhood of Plainfield and the 
Orange*. 

Tbe model pavement will have a 
depth of abont nine inrliea and tbe foun¬ 
dation be made of aniall, wedge abaped, 
broken atonee of aa nearly tbe name rii- 
menamna aa poaaibie. Tbe roadbed will 
he prepared by thoronghly rolling with 
a ateani rolItT weighing about ten ton*. 
Every bole will las carefully filled with 
tbe aulne limit rial that compow-a the 
reat of the read la d, and the fiutahed 
cro«a section will be formed by two 
grade* of one foot in 80 feet from the 
aidea, uniting at the renter, with the 
apex alightly rounded. Pour inebea of 
crushed atone will Iw apread on the 
carelully prepared roadbed to form tlw 
foundation rf the substructure. Tlie 
largest of tbeac atonea will be crashed 
ao flue aa to lie able to eaaily pang 
through a two inch ring, ami tile small- 
eat will bn uboot bulf an inrb in diam¬ 
eter.

Elaborate testa of tbo draft of wide 
and narrow tires, extending over a 
period of 1 \ y, ,ra, have recently been 
completed by the Miaroori agricultural 
experiment station at Colombia, writ** 
a correspondent of tbe Bt. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. There test* have been made 
on macadam, gravel and dirt roada in 
all conditions, and alao on the meadow* 
and plowed field* of tbe experimental 
farm. 

Contrary to public expectation, in 
nearly all cases the draft waa materially 
lighter when tire* A inebea wide wrra 
o*ed, thun with tire* of ataudard width. 
The load hnnled waa in all caaee the 
aaiue. and the draft waa moat carefully 
determined by mean* of a self record¬ 
ing dynamometer. 

On mantilutu afreet* bard and 
smooth, ns nn average of all teett, tbe 
diff< rrnce of draft was in favor of tbe 
0 inch tire, aud the rime draft required 
to hanl a ton load with narrow tint 
over tbia afreet banted more than IU 
ton* with tie broad lire*. On gravel 
rood* the renulta rhow that tbe draft re¬ 
quired to haul <,000 pouuda with nar¬ 
row tile* hnnled <,610 pound* on the 
broad tor a. 

On dirt toad*, dry and hard and free 
from rut*, the broad tire* palled more 
than one-tlird lighter, since 8,706 
pound* could be buoled on tbe broad 
lire* with the *amo effort required to 
bai’l <,000 j ootid* on tbe narrow tiro*. 
On a dirt iti-d cot into rota by tbe nar¬ 
row tire* iu tlir ordinary travel, with 
bard mh fan . the leaolta are iu favor of 
tbe broad tire, after tbe second run, 
even when the I Toad wheel* are ron 
over tbe tui* mudr by the narrow tin*. 

On mad roe.d*. spongy on tbe surface 
and *o(t uuderneatb, tbe broad tire* 
drew out br.lf lighter than tbe narrow 
tire*.

The question of soiling stock iu sum¬ 
mer Is coming more and more to the 
front, and in sections near our larger 
cities and villages where laud Is cotnpir 
•lively high, Iu merit* deserve carefu. 
attention. Of course it has disadvan¬ 
tages as well advantages. Among these 
may be mentioned, tbe Increased labor 
necessary, aod the hrpr amount of care 
required to plan for a succession of soil¬ 
ing crops which will give a continual 
•upply of food for the season: these are 
reallv'tbe only serious questions to be 
considered. 

On the other side, we have an Increai- 
ed amount of .tick a Itrger stock ear¬ 
ning capacity for the farm, and a Lrger 
amount of farm fertiliser. 

The*e question*, carried along with 
the best methods of maintaining our 
pasture*, will enable the farmer to cany

These two are the only condition* of 
tbe dirt loud iu which ibe narrow tire* 
•bowed to advantage—vit: When Ibe 
aurfare is too wit, soft or sloppy to 
comprvs* under the Proud tires, and la 
nuderlaid with a bard, dry snlstratnm. 
In tbe nature of the rase this condition 
of road surface ia of short duration. If 
tbe rains reuse, a few boon of sun in 
tbe spring, summer or fall will dry tbe 
aurfare materially, or an that it will 
comptess and pack nuder tbe broad 
tire*, enabling a given load to be drawn 
over its surface with tbe wide wheels 
with much - less draft tbuu on tbe nar¬ 
row our*. If more rain falls, tbia sub- 
stratum is softened, and tbe narrow 
tire* cut drip* r, resulting in* greatly 
increased draft, compared with tbe 
broad tire*. 

Tbe second condition of dirt roads fa¬ 
vorable to narrow tire* i* when tbeiuud 
i* deep anil stiff, aud sticky euoogb to 
gather on tbe broad wbiels. A careful 
observation for tbe last two years has 
shown u stiff, poorly drained clay road 
to bo in this condition bqt a few times, 
and then for bat ■ short while. 

On meadows and pustnns the resolta 
bave be< u strikingly iu favor of the> 
broad wheel*. When the meadow* ate 
soft, frurn 3,000 to 4,000 pooods may 
be hanled ou tbe broad wheels with tbe 
same draft us that required to haul a 
load of 8,000 pounds ou tbe narrow 
wheels. On stohbie land aud plowed 
ground tbe result* arc favorable to tbe 
broad wheels. 

The experiments practically demon 
strate that tlx* impression tliut tbe broad 
wheels in the uvernge condition of road 
will increase the draft i* wroug.
